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Browne’s Hospital. This almshouse was founded in 
the reign of Richard HI by William Browne, as a home 
for twelve poor, a warden and a confrater. The residue of 
its yearly income of £2,735, after all expanses of the 
charity have been paid, goes to the Stamford Endowed 
Schools. The building, which stands in Broad Street, is 
Late Perpendicular in style, and there is some fine old 
glass in the chapel window 
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
